is, ot course, maintained, on the ground 
that th* Industrial interests 
demand 


certainty as to what the standard shall 
be. 
For the ready employment of labor, 


factories amd mines must V>e constantly 
operated; and constant operation, in the 
judgment of business men, is impoSAibJk1 


so long aa there U uncertainty as to thv 
standard on which prices of goods and 
orders are based. 
To this end. It is 


unfed that the United States should re- 
move all uncertainty as to live n leaning 
of "coin" III its obligations, thereby sav- 
ing ttae taxpayer by the ability to boa-- 
row at a lower rate of interest. 


No attempt IB made to remove silver 


dollars, no-r to change iiivlr lesul-tender 
quality; on. the con'rn.ry a jilacf is pro- 
vided for them in the circulation by for- 
bidding true use of any paper money 
other than silver certificates in denom- 
inations below $10. The silver currency. 
which will be in the hands of tlv people, 
must be kept on a parity with p-old, as 
now provided by law, and tlit^ should 
be done by requiring the treasurer to 
give gold for a silver dollar on ill iniimd. 
Consequently when It is known that a 
silver dollar can be exchanged fur gold 
it will circulate freely (In the form, of 
certificates), and our metallic money 
without being diminished, will be uni- 
tled on a certain basis.

Ptocouragements In the Way of 


Pacification of thf Island. 


Havana, via Key West. J»n. 3.—The 


Insurgent general, Francis Carlllo. with 
1000 men, had entered Matanzas province, 
land is supposed to reunite with the con- 
centrated forces under Brigadier Gen- 
erals Suarez and Cepero in Havana 
province. 


Before the-dlsarmlngof the laborers on 


the tobacco plantation of Bock & Co. in 
Pinar Del Rio recently, 50 armed laborers 
ure said to have joined the Insurgents at 
Celba Del Agua, Havana, 


A local paper calls the attention of the 


Authorities to the pitiable condition of 
the people of Alo.nzo Rojas, In Pinar Del 
Rio province. During the first 10 days of 
'December 100 prisoners died. Whole 
families of eight and 10 persons have 
perished. Of 92 volunteers, only 19 are 
fit for duty, the remainder being sick 
with small-pox. 


At Santo Domingo. Saarvta Clara prov- 


ince, small-pox has increased terribly in 
spite of the splendid weather, but ttte 
fevers have slowly decreased. In the 
districts of Jicotea, Menacas and the 
stricken districts they are unable to 
emigratB because they have no resources. 
In tihese districts small-pox Is raging 
among the concentrados. many of whom 
have died. They are without medical at- 
tendance, food and other necessaries of 
life. 


The government has for a second time 


sent $10.000 for the relief of the concen- 
trados in Matanzas province. 


It is reported from Santiago de Cuba 


that General Pando is greatly disheart- 
ened on account of the obstacles which 
prevented a. successful campaign against 
the insurgents in that province. He de- 
clares that lve has no base of operations, 
the insurgents' control beir.g so complete 
that it is impossible to convey supplies 
to Spanish columns operating in the in- 
'tcrior of the province. He is said to b« 
'Convinced that the Insurgents of San- 
tiago tie Cuba province will not accept 
autonomy. AVhen he was in Spain he 
did not realize that the insurgents had 
such strength. 


Kx-Minister Canalejas, 
the Madrid 


ftditor who has be«n investigating the 
iltuation in Cuba, is said to be thoroughly 
discouraged with the outlook. He will 
teturn to Spain shortly, the sudden death 
of his sister being given as the reason for 
hastening his departure. Mr. Amblard, 
who has just returned from the United 
States, is said to take the same hopeless 
vie%v of the situation, a.nd it is stated that 
he will decline the proffered appointment 
of seoretary to the Cuban autonomist 
cabinet. 


Senator Capule.s, governor of Santiago 


de Cuba, has resigned, being unwilling 
;to make appointments dictated to him 
by the government through General 
Pana'lo. The military commander is 
acting in Capules' place.

VENERABLiS DEAN DEAD. 


Boston, Jan. 3. —Judge Edmund H. 


.Bennett, the venerable dean of the Bos- 
ton university la\v school, died Sunday 
'morning. He had been suffering for 
some time, but did not allow his sufter- 
inss to interfere with his duties. Mon- 
day of last week he was o-bliged to take 
to his bed. Saturday evenjnsr, When the 
(physician made his regular ca.ll. he 
found the patient sinking so rapidly 
that he warned the family, tfaat the judcre 
would probably die before 
morning. 


The end was as cairn as if he w&re drop- 
ping' to a quiet sleep. 


Judge Bennett was born in Manches- 


ter, Vt., April 3, 1824. His education was 
received in Burr seminary in his native 
town, the academy at Burlington and the 
university of Vermont. He studied law 
with his father, being admitted to the 
Vermont bar in 1847. Coming to Boston 
a few months later, h-e was admitted to 
the Suffolk bar. and began practice In 
this city. Soon afterwards he established 
his home in. Taunton, where he built up 
an extensive practice in Bristol county. 
Btill maintaJiung an office in Boston. 
Jn 1888 he was appointed judge of pro- 
bate and insolvency for Bristol county, 
which office he held until he tendered his 
resignation in 1863. From 1SG5 to 1867 
he was mayor of Taunton, and from 1S71 
to the present he held the deanship at 
the university. 


KIRKLEY WAS A SUICIDE. 


Fowler, Ind., Jan. 3.—Jamea Kirkley. 


treasurer of Benton county, who was 
found dead in his office a fuw days ago. 
committed suicide. The revolver with 
which he shot himself was traced to 
Lafayette by the sheriff, and was pur- 
chased Christmas day by Kirkley. There- 
are grave fears of a deficit in the county 
funds and expcr'.s will be put on tho 
books. 
At this time of the year the 


treasurer's books should show about $30.- 
000 on deposit, while the dead man's 
books show about J17.000. The idea o! 
murder is entirely exploded. The ver- 
dict ot the coroner's Jury is suicide. 
Jamea Daniby has been appointed treas- 
urer by the commissioners of the county.
